Tb* Schooner \Villl» Thought to Have 


Been Scuttled by the Mormons—The 
Settlement on Beaver Group—Cleaned 
Out with Fire and Sword. 
The Strong phase of Hoi-monism had Its 


birth and canxo into prominence about th9 
time of the Nauvoo settlement 
In this 


.ftate. Stran^ was a dissolute man; an un- 
Kmpuloas and ambitions one as well. He 
was identified with the Young, Klmball, 
SmitlLand other (actions wbich were power- 
ful wBen the church was in its Infancy, and 
iras jealous of the strength which these men 
possessed through their supposed association 
with divine powers. This led him also to re- 
ceive a "revelation" from above and set him- 
self up as a leader under spiritual guidance. 
His revelation was consistent with Smith's in 
that it allowed a man more than one wife, 
and not a few of the faithful enrolled them- 
selves under the banner of the "Strangites.'' 
When Tfauvoo was destroyed Strang gather- 
ed his people around him, refused to follow 
his f onner companions westward, and "darted 
for the north. 


The Beaver group of islands, consisting of 


Big and Little Seaver, North and South Foi, 
Gull, Garden, Eat, Hog and Squaw, located 
at the mouth of the straits, were at this 
time, in ISM, peopled by a shiftless lot of In- 
dians and half breeds, -who gained a precari- 
ous living by hunting, fishing and wrecking. 
These quasi settlers woke up one morning to 
find their kingdom invaded and the best part* 
of Big Beaver pre-empted by Mormons. The 
forces of Strang, about 200 strong, had come 
in the night and "squatted." Most of them 
settled on the northern side of the island, on 
the shore of the bay, at the place now knoirn 
as St. James', and there they remained for 
ten jears. They built houses from the cedar 
with which the islands abound, and traded 
for cr stole from the original settlers what 
game and fish they needed. Fishermen and 
farmers began to come in, their numbers 
steadily grew, and the settlement was in a 
fair way to rival the one then springing up in 
Utah. 


A PETTY DESPOT. 


Here Strang wus supremo—the great I am. 


Ho ruled his subjects with a rod of iron, and 
always to further his own ends. He was a 
dictate and unscrupulous man, who at bot- 
tom had no respect for morality 01 religion, 
and who increased his harem as fast as fancy 
dictated, although somewhat successful in 
managing to cloak his real character under 
religion and professed divine sanction for his 
acU. But notwithstanding all his care dis- 
content took root after a few years and a 
{action rose against him. 


"They were thieves and rascals of the worst 


kind," says Capt. "Williams, "as I know from 
my own experience. If we went into port 
there they would swarm over the vessel and 
we had to watch them like cats. One sum- 
mer in the '50s my iron cable broke and 
dropped out of sight in St. James' bay. As 
1 hna no time tn fl*h it up then. I marked tho 
place and proceeded on my way. About 
throe mouths afterward I returned and made 
an effort to recover the cable, but it was 
gone. One of those-Mormons came on board 
and asked what I would give for the cable. 
1 can see through a millstone, and knew at 
once they had pulled up the chain and an- 
chor and hud them concealed somewhere. I 
blustered and sworo and threatened, and 
tSiey laughed. Finally I produced and so 
did they." 


IBS FATE 0V THE 'WILLIS. 


, Among navigators, by 1850, the Beavers be- 
nn to get a decidedly bad name. Three res- 
ids during 1*19, 1850 and 1851, that had 
cleared with the intention of stopping at the 
group, were never heard of again. The repu- 
tation of tho Mormons as unmitigated thieves 
bad become established. Then came the case 
of the Wilhs. As before stated, the Willis 
went into the bay for shelter, and, according 
to one of the settlers, the captain gave it out 
that he would sail the next morning. When 
the tun came up the bay was empty, but as 
neither vessel nor crew over turned up again 
it is supposed that she was boarded in the 
night, her crew murdered, and the boat 
plundered and scuttled. The supposition was 
rendered plausible from tho fact that many 
articles and stores belonging to the Willis 
irere afterwards found in the possession of 
the Mormon settlement. 
This and similar 


depredations rendered mariners exceedingly 
wary of touching at the Islands, and a captain 
never took his boat in there unless absolutely 
compelled to do so by stress of weather. 
la 1853, when affairs had arrived at such a 


state as to bo no longer endured, the legiti- 
mate settlers combined with vessel owners in 
a petition to the government to investigate 
•ad remedy the constantly growing evil No 
answer was given until the spring of 1851, 
when the revenue cutter Michigan put in on 
appearance at St. James, carrying with her 
instructions to look into the matter, and the 
officials did it with a vengeance. They were 
received by Strong and his followers with 
open arms, and, to use a current expression, 
"nothing was too good for them." Officers 
and crew were given the run of everything. 
"When they were not eating, dancing or flirt- 
ing with the Mormon damsels they were 
filling up •with the liquor •with which they 
were most liberally supplied by their hosts. 
The Michigan force pawed two weeks pleas* 
antly with the residents of Big Beaver, and 
then departed. That their report found noth- 
ing to complain of is shotm from the fact 
that the government did nothing more in tho 
matter.

1 But the strong dynasty was drawing to a 
don. Becoming convinced that no relief 
was to be expected from the higher official 
power, the settlers took the conduct of affairs 
into their own hands. They secretly organ- 
ized and armed themselves, and the night of 
July 11,1SS6, made a descent upon the Big 
Beaver town. The Mormons were totally 
unprepared for such an attack. They awoke 
in the middle of the night to find their dry 
cedar houses burning Uke tinder over their 
heads, and the settlors driving everything be- 
fore them through the smoke and flying cin- 
ders. A slight attempt at resistance was 
made, but it was fruitless. Half the men in 
the Stranglto party were killed and too town 
was burned down. Strang himself barely 
escaped with his life. In company with one 
of hu wives he managed to reach another 
island, and in a day or two was taken off by 
a vessel and carried to the Wisconsin shore. 
Soon afterwards ho died near Milwaukee 
from the effect of wounds he had received in 
the melee. The captured Mormons were 
given choice of two things. They could take 
their torn at being "strung up," or could "get 
cut" 
It is needless to say that they "got 


out," bat whether they were absorbed by the 
farming communities of Wisconsin or Michi- 
gan, or made their way to Salt Lake City, 
bas never been known.-^Chicago Tribune.

SMART WESTERN WOMEN. 


One of Them Owns CO.OOO Sheep, TCblle 


Another Is "Worth a Million. 


Women have lots of enterprise, grit and 


get up about them, if they are only given 
half a chance to do as they would like to do. 


I know it will be astonishing to some, but 


it is nevertheless true that Colorado alone 
bas over 1,000 female stock growers who own 
their herds and fee and manage their own 
business to suit themselves. These ladies are 
wide awake and lively, and know a good 
business bargain when they run up against 
one, just as well as a horrid man does. 


We have in Texas two ladies who are, per- 


haps, the largest individual sheep and stock 
owners on the continent Down in Uvalde 
county lives the Widow Callahan, who owns 
something like 50,000 sheep in her own right. 
These are divided into bands of about 2,000 
each, with a lbpastora" for every flock and a 
"bossero" over the whole business. 
Their 


grade is fine, a cross between the straight 
Mexican and the Vermont merino, and all 
branded with tho lady's own particular trade 
mark. She employs something like forty- 
hands (mostly Mexicans), and her annual clip 
of wool is really startling. When the long 
trams of wagons start out each spring and 
fall for market, loaded down the widow's 
wool, it is indeed a sight worth seeing. There 
was a genuine cattle queen living southeast 
of here, in Neuces county, not long since, 
who has since become famous as lira Rogers, 
the great herd owner of southwestern Texas. 
This lady is probably worth a i ound million 
of dollars, and her history has been a re- 
markable one. 


Although able so buy and sell some of our 


eastern millionaires and nabobs who ride in 
fine carriages behind spanking teams, yet this 
1'tdy will fc own a carriage of her own, pre- 
i -ring to ride the free-and-easy style of a 
cowboy on horseback. It is hard to behave 
the fact, when she goes dashing and gallop- 
ing over the prairie after an unruly steer, 
that Mrs. Rogers is on the shady side of 50. 
Mrs. Rogers came to Neuces a long time ago 
with her husband, who was at the time a 
stock ™nn of considerable means. When he 
had accumulated a herd o£ 40,000 fine cattle, 
more or less, the gentleman suddenly died. 
Gifted with rare business ability, his wife at 
once took charge of affairs, did her own buy- 
ing, sfllling and hiring, and in a very short 
time had doubled the commercial strength of 
her late husband's herd. 


A San Antonio gentleman tells the follow- 


ing story of his experience with a prominent 
cattle queen, who has her headquarters some- 
where in an earthly paradise in southwestern 
Texas. She was at the time alone in Son An- 
tonio and stopping at one of the first class ho- 
tels. She gave her namo to the hotel clerk, 
but requested that it be not placed ujwn the 
register, and that if any newspaper men came 
to see her or inquired for her to say that she 
was "not in." 


"I have been awfully persecuted by those 


fellows," said she, "and one of them even had 
the cheek to surreptitiously obtain, my photo- 
graph and publish a cut of it in The Phila- 
delphia Times. I won't see any of them, I 
tell you." 


She deposited in the hotel safe-a jewelry

The only 
blight on her lif e is the sting of divorce which 
hangs over her; but as the lady was purely 
right in this case, and shows her entire ability 
to take care of herself, the world will be 
charitable in judging her.

IRRIGATION OF ARID LANDS. 


The Plans and Purposes of 


the Geological Survey. 


WORK OF THE LAHONTAN DIVISION 


Kevada and the Congressional Commit- 


tee. 


The most important problem now'before 


the people of the United State; is the 
subject at present being investigated by a 
Congressional Committee, in pursuance of 
the Act of Congress of October 2, 1833, 
directing a survey to determine the feas- 
ibility of providing a system of -water 
storage in the arid sections. The vast urea 
nest of the Rocky mountains capable of 
agriculture when irrigated is greater than 
many countries of tho Old Continent com- 
bined, and if made susceptible of cultiva- 
tion by the plan proposed will provide 
homes for double the iiatabDr of persons 
now living ia tha United States. Tho 
'•nefiisto come from it ore irfcalcnlable. 
.. .d blessing? that will llow from such a 
grand wo&k are exemplified on a miniature 
scale by what has been done in r.ud around 
Keno, where irrigation has transformed 
thousands of acres of sagebrush soil into 
blooming fields of alfalfa. 
It is so in other 


portions of the State, bat what has been 
done is nothing to what will be accom- 
plished when the water now going to waste 
is held in reservoirs and utilized to its 
fullest extent. 
Nine-tenths of 
all 
the 


water in this State serves no useful purpose, 
anil thousands of acres of fertile laud can 
bo mado to produce food for man and 
beast if ooveied by wattr. It is a fact 
beyond question that this can bo done, 
and it is tbe duty of the National Gov- 
ernment to push the work atd provide 
homes for the millions yet nnborn. No 
grander scheme eonld possibly be imagined, 
and no conquest of ancient or modern 
times will compare with tbe movement 
now looking to making "the forcei of 
Nature subservient to tbe uses of man," 
ai Senator Jones fiiys, and let it forever be 
remembered to the credit find honor of 
Senator Wra. M. Stewart, of Nevada, that 
be has taken rip the lines indicated by 
Director Powell, of the United States 
Geological Survey, pud is making the 
country understand that it has a gigantic 
work before it, and that now is the accepted 
time to undertake it, 


HOW KEVAEA IS INTEBESTtD. 


The JOTJBNAL'S readers have been ad- 


vised of every movemont pertaining to this 
project since its incipiency, but Nevada 
has so much at stake that the purpose of 
this article is to again impress upon the 
'people the magnitude of tbe possibilities 
in store for the State, and the hope that it 
shull not be many years ere the Silver 
State shall be classed as ope of the greatest 
in the Union.

will bi raised 25 feet, and tbe water con- 
ducted into tho Little Truckee, and add to 
the volume from Don ner in supplying the 
land to be benefited. At a point five toiles 
below this lake there wi:l be n receiving 
reservoir of two square miles, from 40 to 
50 feet in depth. Ten miles from tha first 
reservoir, near Dog Valley, about four 
miles above Boca will ba another receiving 
reservoir. 


Webber Lake, at the head of tha Little 


Truckco, covers 370 acres, and ia 90 feet 
feet deep in lha canter. 
Here, at the 


mouth, H looated a dam 20 feet to double 
tbe surface siz", with a depth of 25 foet, 
enabling tbe lake ta bo tapped rive feet. 
This being at the head the waters can be 
diverted into ibe Little Truckee and other 
reservoirs, or it can be turned into Siena 
Valley, and the necessity for boring artesian 
wella done away with. Sierra Valley u 
from 10 to 15 miles in width, and between 
25 and 30 in length, nnd the bsiicfit to Ne 
vad.» would be almost as great os though 
the valley was a part of the State. 
From 


this section north as for as the Oregon 
line surveys will be made in the near fu- 
ture with a view of ascertaining bow best 
to husland and utilize the waters of Eiglr 
Lake, aud the streams in tbe norlberc 
country, nil of which will Lave a tendency 
to build np Nevada, while doing gooJ for 
parts of California. 
The first dam on the 


Truekee is located above the sawmills. 
It will be CO feet high and will flow the 
water back from three to fonrmilo*, giving 
two square miles of surface water. On 
the south sicla cf tha river and at tho eouth 
end of tbe dam a caaal has boen bid out 
which will carry the water along Ins slope 
of the mountain ouo hundred foet above 
the railroad track at the station, around 
acd along the Hardis fl.it and plateaus, 
southeast of Truck ee, covering all the 
available, land iu tbat vicinity, and wbieh 
is especially valuable forgriziug purposes. 
In addition to this thero will bo all the 
benefits to be deiivo3 trooi a little Niagara 
for with the power created mills and fac- 
tories can hum at comparatively slight ex- 
pense. 
Yet while Truokee and the other 


sections mentioned are generously cared 
(or it will be observed that "all roads lead 
to P.ome," and that all tha water stored 
arid saved in tbe watershed mentioned will 
rush toward Reno and not only fill to over- 
flowing the ditches that make Washoe tb" 
garden sprt of tha State, but open new 
possibilities for the futuie piogpenly ol 
this favored place. Oa the Trackee below 
Reno, tho fiist reservoir ia located at Rod 
Rock, 2% miles east of Clark's itatiou. 
Here is mapped out ft diverting reservoir, 
with n dam 40 feat nigh aud 1,000 ftet long 
on tho top. From this a canal takes the 
water on the south side of the river fcr a 
distance of seven miles to John O'Bucu's 
ranch. 
Here the water will bsdivided and 


a portion of it carried in a pipe 1,300 feet 
to the north side of llio railroad track and 
then by canal on to tho mesa lands north 
ol Wadsworsh, (heaoo to tho south of that 
town and on to tbe socalied Bngtown flats 
and immense plateaus in that vicinity. At 
the O'Brien ranch another diverting ics- 
ervoir and dim will bo located, t ivml iu size 
to tno one at Red Book, to catch the over- 
flow fro.o tlio first. Here two canaU will 
be taken oat, one on each side of tbe river. 
On the north Ibo canal will eilencl to a 
point 1% miles balow Wadsworth, 
an elevation of 70 feet abova the railroad 
track at tho station. Ibis water"will 
used principally for the< wants of 
worth itself. Tbe canal oa the south side 
of the river will pass through the Divide 
east of town under the track north of 
Wadsworth, and cover tbo adjacent Hot 
Spring region, joining the waters that will 
come westward djwn the Humboldt from 
Golconda, and creating a vast empire of 
fertile lands. But without this combina- 
tion the combined canals here spoken of 
will furnish water for nearly half a million 
acres of gond land. 


IHE SYSTEM OP THE CAISSON. 


TLe nouroe of tbe Carson river has thre* 


principal forks—the East, Middle and 
West. 
Tho system adopted has been to 


locate receiving reservoirs away np oil each 
fork where tha altitude :s sufficiently high 
to prevent evaporation as much as possible 
Some very eligible places have been found, 
naturally capable of being made great res- 
ervoirs, notably, tbe Hope vallay on the 
west fork. 
A reservoir has been locuted 


at the lower onrl, having graiiito ledges on 
either side. The dam here will be 150 feet 
high and create a surface of five square 
miles, with an average Jopth of fitly feet of 
water, 
with 
outlets in solid rock on 


either side of tbe dam, which will drop the 
water into the river in the canyon. Within 
one milo from the foot of the canyon a di- 
verting dam will be constructed with a ca- 
nal on either side, 20 feet wide al bottom. 
Tbe canal on the left of tbe canyon will be 
carried around tbe mountain, on top of the 
benches nbo\e Cuiaon valley, past Sheri- 
dan on to Genoa, the seepage nnd surplus 
water of which reaches the west fork of the 
Carson. 
Tho canal on the right bank will 


convey the water to tbe mouth of the can- 
yon, through Diamond valley and Dutch 
valley to Long valley, where the central 
grand distributing reservoir for the three 
forks of the Carson has been located. 
Al 


the foot of Long valley an excellent loca- 
tion has been secured for a dam site, situ 
atcd one mile above (he cuu.voo, where the 
canyon debouches into the valley, and 201 


Piaster Creek and the Little 'iruckee, feet above the bead of the Carson valley 


This dam will be 200 feet long at the bottom 
800 feet in length at the top, 06 feet wide a 
bottom nnd 24 feet at top; nil will be imbed 
ded in bed rock. This will be built within a 
radius of 1,422 foet,crowning toward the res 
eivoir. This will give five square miles o 
water with a depth of fifty feet. 
From 


this canals will be extended on either Bid 
of the canyon below the reservoir, the lei 


"THE 
BY STEM OP THE TBTJCKEE. 


The Trnckee river ie by far the most im- 


portant stream in Nevada. It receives its 
supply directly from Lake Tahoe, the moot 
noted lake on the Pacific Coast, aud hav- 
ing an elevation of G,1G7 feel. Tbe river 
first runs north twelve miles, then cast 
sixty-nine miles and then north sixteen 
miles where it sinks iu Pyramid Lake, at 
an elevation of 4,890 feet, making a descent 
of over 1,277 feet iu ninety-seven miles. 


Douncr Lake is situated three miles 


west of tho town of Trnckoe. It is three 
miles long by one and one-half miles wide. 
It is proposed to increase the present sur- 
face of the lake by raising the lako twenty 
feet, there storing u volume of watt-r 40 
feet in deptli. This water will be taken 
out of this initial reservoir of tba Truckoe 
system through a gate on the north side 
by a canal 20 feet wide and 20 feet deep, 
which, will cover the immense plateaus 
north and northeast of Truckee, north of 
Boca, crossing Prosser creek at Us bead, 
and cover the country between Prosner 
creek and the Little Trnckee, embracing un 
area of between 200,000 and 300,000 acres. 
A part of the water will be conducted into
